THE WEXFORD TRAINS. 
TO THR EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sing, Now that many changes are bein 
made on the Grest Southérn Railways, i 
would like to suggest a further change on 
the Wexford line—that is, the a ing-up, 
generally, of the various long-dittance sér- 
vices. In to-dey’s Jrish Times is is stated 
that two small stopping places are to be 
cut out of the run to Atklow from Dublin; 
but this wil] not make for any saving of 
time. In the present service the train runs 
without stop to Bray, and thin continugs 
from Bray to Arklow, a distance of th 
miles, which it takes nearly two hours to 
cover; in fact, two hours is the usual time 
taken for this run. If one takes the early 
mail trein, but little time is gained, as the 
rate of tfavel of each train is far too slow 
for modérn traffic. Also, I think that many 
tourists to the Avoce Valley and men goin 
to Arklow and Wexford on business woul 
be glad if the morning train from Harcourt 
street would “' back in” to the departure 
platform, say, twenty minttes before the 
time of departure, and thus allow time to 
find a seat and look after luggage in comfort. 
Previously, although one may have arrived 
early at the station, it was not possible to 
board the train until near the time for 
departure, as it was “ backed in ” so lete, 
in spite of there being no local train coming 
in or going out from the pletform. 
However, if the train could be ‘‘ speeded- 
up "a bit and go a bit quicker than about 
18 miles an hour from Bray to Arklow, the 
railway company would earn the thanks of 
many business men.—Yours, etc.,

various causes, and the introduction of 
bus competition by private companies has 
resulted in further. considerable financial 
loss to the Council. These public service 
vehicles are now plying for hire all over 
the city, presenting a problem which it is 
dificult to solve. Under recent legisla- 
tion the licensing powers formerly held 
by the Corporation were transferred to 
the Ministry of Home Affairs, but it still 
had authority to draft regulations for 
peceenger transport within the confines of 
the city. Strangely enough, this im- 

rtant duty was not carried out, and the 
bus-owners, taking advantage, naturally 
enough, of a chaotic position, placed their 
machines on the streets. These giant 
vohicles are well-equipped, comfortable 
and swift, and they are largely patronised 
hy the travelling public. 


A MORASS OF MUDDLE. 


For several months past the Corporation 
hus been in search of a manager with the 
ability and qualifications to lift the tram- 
way undertaking out of the morass of 
niuddle into which it has been allowed to 
sink, and place it on a solid foundation. 
It is believed that such a man has now 
been found in Mr. William Chamberlain, 
of Leeds, a well-known and distinguished 
engineer, and he was appointed general 
manager of the tramway department at 
yesterday's meeting of the Council, the 
salary being fixed at £2,250 per year. It 
seems that Mr. Chamberlain had similar 
dificulties in ‘bus opposition, as those 
which harass the Corporation, to contend 
with across the water, and he transformed 
dwindling concerns into prosperous busi- 
nerses. It is, therefore, hoped that he 
will be able to reorganite the tramways 
aystem and put an end to decay. 

The Council has adopted special by-laws 
to regulate the ‘bus traffic, and if these 
operate as anticipeted, the private con- 
céetns will be prohibited from using a large 
area in the centre of the city. This would 
have the effect of completely disorganising 
the 'bns routes. ‘The city centre is like 
the hub of a wheel from which all the 
services radiate like spokes, and if the 
‘buses cannot pass through, they will be 
confined to areas on the outskirts. That 
is the proposal, but, of coursé, it has to 
rective the approval of the Ministry of 
Home Affairs before it can be put into 
forcé, and the most strenuous opposition 
will be offered to it. In fact, some mem- 
bers of the Council are already out to 
wreck it, and the Tramway Committee has 
been givén authority to engage in propa- 

anda work to defeat the schemes of those 

ho ate hostile to the néw by-laws. 


PECULIAR PATRIOTISM. 


There is an old saying that some people 
would cut off their noses to spite their 
faces, and, although it seems somewhat 
fai-fetched, one occasionally comes across 
au illustration of its truth. As is well 
known, the linen industry of Northern 
Ireland is suffering from acute depres- 
sion, and even a worse period is fore- 
shadowed before normal conditions are re- 
stored. T hein? of mén and women of 
all shades of political colour have been 
thrown out of employment in conseguence 
of this regrettable state of affairs, and 
many employers are merely carrying on 
in the hope of better times. 

Many reasons have been given for the 
decline of the business, but Mr. Cahir 
Healy, M.P., has revealed a new cause. 
Speaking at a Nationalist gathering the 
other day, Mr. Healy said that their 
political opponents ought, in their own 
interests, to see that it was not a paying 
proposition to treat half a million Nation- 
alists as they were doing. 
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They had millions of kinsfolk and 
sympathisers in Great Britain and 
America, and enormous sums were being 
spent in an effort to. persuade them to 
buy Irish linen, but did their opponents 
not know that these Americans had 
pledged themselves not to huy Irish linen 
until the Northern Government relaxed 
their persecution of the minority? They 
intended, said Mr. Healy, in conclusion, 
to keep their American friends in touch 
with such matters in future. The scheme 
‘over which Mr. Healy rejoices will scarcely 
commend itself to the Nationalist workers 
who are thrown out of their jobs as the 
result. of a senseless boycott. Moreover, 
all the talk about persecution is 
purely imaginary. All law-abiding people 
in the North, equally with those in 
the South, are treated in exactly 
the same way and are free from inter- 
ference. It must be admitted, of course, 
that during the troublous times the 
Nationalist member was interned in the 
good ship Argenta, but even that un- 
pleasant experience does not give him 
authority to describe the whole Nationalist 
community as existing in slavery. Mr. 
Healy would do well to change his outlook 
in this respect; for retaliation intended 
to injure industry. may cost too much. 


A FISH PROBLEM.

| A CONTINUAL MENACE. 


The people of Belfast are shocked by 
the dreadful record of deaths from motor 
accidents, which are becoming almost of 
daily occurrence in the North. Two 
boys and a little girl of. five years 
were killed in the city by a 'bus yesterday 
siternoon, and for some time past there 
have been many accidents here and there, 
several of the victims being school 
children. It is contended in some quarters 
that pedestrians are careless and bring 
their fate upon themselves, but the fact 
remains that no one wants to be maimed 
or killed, and the safety of the individual 
should be of paramount importance. 
With the advent of the "buses in Belfast 
in addition to the trams, the thorough- 
fereés in busy centres are congested, and 
the flow of traffic is a continual menace, 
notwithstanding the efforts of those in 
official control to ensure safety for all. 

The victims mostly belong to the poorer 
classes, and are not in a position to raise 
au outcry that would be effective, but 
that is all the more reason why the 
Government should issue stringent regu- 
lations to govern the traffic. The Minister 
vf Home Affairs has repeatedly com- 
mented on the ever-increasing fatal roll ; 
yet no one seems to pay much attention 
to his warnings, and the slaughter of the 
innocents goes on virtually sachdeked. and 
with only passing sympathy for those who 
have cause to mourn. 


THE DUMB CREATION. 


Belfast has an enviable reputation for 
its care of animals, and several societies 
exist for the prevention of cruelty to the 
dumb creation. A voluntary veterinary 
hospital has been established at Glen 
gormley, on the outskirts of the city, where 
animals belonging to poor owners receive 
free treatment. Mrs. Holmes, a well- 
known local lady, does much to promote 
this humane work, and she is arsistéd by a 
willing band of helpers, while Mr. James 
Nesbitt, J.P., takes a deep interest in the 
doggy world and saves many a mongrel 
from an untimely fate. Lieutenant-Colonce!] 
Francis J. Donegan, C.B., of London, is 
at present on a visit to the North as the 
guest of the Ulster Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, and he has 
much to say about the subject. 


A COLONEL'S HUMOUR. 


He praised the homely cat for its clean- 
liness, even although it tortures mice and 
kills birds, and went on to say that, 
while most people do not like snakes, he 
knew of specimens which have nicer dis- 
positions than some members of Parlia- 
ment! A sly hit at the loquacity of the 
géntler sex was contained in his remark 
that only a certain proportion of snakes 
have deadly fangs, but evéry woman has 
a tongue; and then he polished -off Dr.

MATERIALISM AS A 
RULE OF LIFE. 


MORE RELIGION IN THE 
HOME WANTED.. 


BISHOP OF MEATH’S 
ADDRESS. 


** Materialism may be dead as a philosophy, 
but it is very much alive as a rule of life,” 
said the Most Rev. John Orr, D.D., Bishop 
of Meath, yesterday at the second session of 
the twentieth Synod of Meath. He os, MAC 
that temporal things were given precédence, 
and that the chief cause of the meagreness in 
the supply of candidates was to be found in 
the fact that boys were not encouraged to 
enter the ministry of the Church because they 
were not taught at home to value and appre- 
ciate what the Church stands for. 

‘‘In my opinion,” he added, “ parents in 

every rank of life ought to be proud and 
esteem it an honour to have a son in the 
ministry, the greatest work to which any 
man can be called.’’ 
' He asked the people not to be discouraged 
because in some of the parishés their numbers 
are few. God does not depend on numbers 
for the fulfilment of His purposes. If they 
were true to their Church and her teaching 
they could not fail. 


LOSSES IN THE DIOCESE. 

The Bishop, in the course of his address, 
said that since they had last met in Synod 
the diocese suffered a heavy bereavement by 
the deaths of Colonel Pepper and Major 
Butler, of Priestown House. 

He was sorry to announce that the Ven- 
erable John Healy had decided to relinquish 
the archdeaconry, which high office he had 
held for the past fourteeen years. Archdeacon 
Healy had served tor 55 years in the ministry 
of the Church of Ireland, a period which 
almost synchronised with the whole life of 
the Church of Ireland since disestablishment. 

He had offered the archdeaconry to tho 
Rev. T. R. Brunskill, of St. Mary's, 
Drogheda. 

The diocese was about to lose the services 
of the Rev. Launcelot Coulter, whose prowess 
on the cricket field, as well as in the realm 
of classical lore, was well known. 
gretted also that the Rev. E. Goff, 
hent of Trim, and the “father” of the 
diocese, who entered it in 1876, had applied 
for superannuation. 


THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 

The report of the Diocesan Council, on the 
whole, was satisfactory ; but he had again to 
call attention to the increasing amount of 
arrears of assessment standing against certain 
parishes. Because of that the diocese was 
losing about £100 per annum, paid as interest 
on that debt. He hoped that in the near 
future some plan might be devised of bring- 
ing their finances into a permanentiy sound 
condition. 

**During the months,” the 
sg 1 continued, “I have visited 35 out of 
the parishes (or unions of parishes) in the 
diocese, and it is fairly obvious to me that 
the diocese is still over-staffed. Even some 
of the new unions do not provide sufficient 
work, except, perhaps, on Sundays, for an 
able-bodied man.” " 

“The report of the Board of Education 
gives evidence of solid work. I need hardly 
say that the religious education of our 
children is of paramount importance—indeed, 
the whole future of our Church depends upon 
it. It is the duty of clergy and teachers 
alike to see that the children committed to 
their charge go forth into the worid 
thoroughly instructed in spiritual things, and 
able to give a reason for the faith that is in 
them, 

“The Board of Education of the General 
Synod has under consideration the whole 
question of the education of your children 
in the thinly populated areas. I hope that 
some good may result, though the problem is 
one which présents difficulties.’’ 

He added that the earliest impressions upon 
character are received in the home, and the 
example of parents has more to do with the 
‘future of the children than any other in- 
fluence. i 

“ The little boy who is reported to have 
said to his mother, ‘When will I be old 
enough not to say prayers, like Daddy?’ 1s 
by no means, I fear, an isolated specimen. 
Ié seems to me that much of the laxity of 
life and conduct of which we hear so many 
complaints to-day has its roots just here.

.. LIVED IN IRELAND. 

According to & practice in vogue since the 
thirteenth century, by which, for political 
reasons, Englishmen were Commonly sent 
over to Irish dioceses, William Rokeby went 
over to Ireland—first.es- Bishop of Meath, 
then as Archbishop of Southern Dublin. He 
did what many English bishops and digni- 
taries did not d e lived in Ireland, so 
helping to repay the debt that England, and 
especially Northern England, owed to the 
early Celtic Church of Ireland. 

It must not be forgotten, continued the 
Archbishop, that the _ initial work .of 
evangelisation in Northern England was 
done by the fervid zeal of Irishmen. The 
Churches of England and of Ireland were 
bound to one another by ties of immemorial 
antiquity. Sometimes they had been closer, 
but whether the Irish Church owed more to 
ths English Church or the English Church 
owed more to the Irish, the speaker trusted 
that the lessons of spiritual interchange in 
things spiritual might long be treasured on 
both sides of the Irish Sea. 

Continuing, the preacher said that too 
many church ple did not think at all about 
what was being done to build up the rising 

eration, spiritual health, and soundness. 
nto what kind of a society ought they to in- 
corporate them, and of what kind 
of tradition they were helping to hand 
on; and yet, if religion meant anything, it 
meant that every human soul was to be shown 
his piace in the fabric, to be given his wel- 
come in the home, which the Church was. 
No one ought to be left out if there were 
room for him in the Heart of God. 

The Archbishop went on to say that the 
world did not pay nearly as much heed to 
the witnesses of the pulpit as to the witness 
of the pews, and if the occupants of the 
pews in their daily practice were, in fact, 
living secularised and material lives, then the 
Church witness was in so far falsified. So 
the Church depended upon its lay people 
to keep its witness to spiritual values keen 
and fresh,

EXHIBITION OF IRISH ART. 


The number of entries for the exhibition 
of Irish art, to be held in Dublin as part 
of the programme of Aonach Tailteann in 
August next is satisfactory. For the section 
for art proper there are 345 exhibits; but 
there are only 22 examples of sculpture, of 
which two are in relief. It is a surprise to 
see only eight entries for architecture. The 
section for arts crafts and art industries 
covers a wide field of activity in applied art, 
ranging, as it does, from stained glass to toy- 
making. 

It is interesting to notice that out of the 
55 classes in this group the largest total of 
competitors—92—is in that for illustration, 
posters, and show-cards. The next largest 
figure is 535 in the class for decora- 
tive leather work, a form of craftman- 
ship which seems to appeal sirongly to 
the present generation of young women, and 
to take the place of the lacemaking of their 
mothers days. By the way, there is not a 
single entry for Carrickmacross and only 
eight for Limerick lace.

WIFE'S VISIT. 


SERGEANT DISCOVERED 
UNDER TABLE. 


When the hearing was resumed yesterday 
of the case in which ip Keane, a middle- 
aged farmer, of Murmod, ‘Virginia, Co. 
Cavan, was charged with havifig on the 
2th July last attempted to marder John 
Ciarkin, a neighbouring farmer, his brother- 
in-law, by — him with strychnine, 
Sergeant M‘Donnell was called to give evi- 
dence, and deposed to an interview between 
the prisoner and his wife. That was after 
the prisoner had had a statement asked from 


im. 

Mr. Sherry (for the defence)—Was any- 
body present at that interview except Keane 
and his wife ’—Yes. 

Who was present ?—I was. 

Am I right in saying that you were con- 
cealed under the table ?— Yes. 

Without either the prisoner or his wife 
knowing you were ’—Yes. 

You were there to hear any conversation 
that =~ take place between them ?—Yes. 

And did you hear-anything ?—No. 

And when Mrs. Keane lifted up the table- 
cloth she saw you there ’—Yes. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—This is the second 
occasion on which a concealment under a 
table was mentioned. Did you get: instruc- 
tions to do this? Do the eh. instruc- 
tions generally to conceal th ves under 
tables when an interview is being on 
between prisoners and their relatives, do 
you do that of your own initiative? The 
Superintendent instructed me. i 

The man was at that, time under arrest ?.— 


Sherry—There is a discrimination 

between “'arrest,” and ‘‘ apprehen- 

(To the witness)—Did you in your 
previous interview. with the accused take 
down all he said?—Yes. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I may say that I have 
previously drawn attention to a. similar 
thing—the hiding under the table—but I 
feel sure it is the result of excessive zeal 
that the thing is done and such a pro- 
cedure adopted. 

UNRECORDED STATEMENT. 

Mr. Sherry (to the witness)—You say you 
took down whatever the accused said at 
your interview with him before this ’—Yes 

Did he say there could have been no 
poison in my house’—He did, and I took 
it sown in my notebook. 

Mr. Sherry pointed ont that a statement 
made by the accused man, and admitted to 
have been made by him, was not to be 
found in the deposition or record produced 
by the sergeant, although he said that he 
took it down in his notebook. 

The witness said that the observation was 
made after the statement was signed, and 
as he was walking across the field. 

Mr. Sherry said that the sergeant might, 
and could, have written a postscript to the 
statement, and had it. initialled. He com- 
plained of any statement available to the 
prosecution not being made available to the 
defence until it was brought out jn eross- 
examination, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he certainly 
agreed with that. Whatever statement was 
made and recorded should be available. 

Mr. Carrigan said that nothing had. been 
held back, and there was no substance in 
Mr. Sherry’s objection, 

Mr. Justiee Hanna said that he took a 
different view, perhaps, from Mr. Carrigan 
in the matter, but he had to stand impartial! 
between the accused man and the Executive. 
He had already described in another case 
as “a trap” the hiding under the table 
incident, and, certainly, any statement relied 
on should: be forthcoming without their 
having to wait for counsel for the prisoner 


to bring it out. 

Mr. Sin said that there was abso- 
lutely nothing meant or “done to prejudice 
the accused man, and he was sure that the 
jury would appreciate that. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Yes; the jury are the 
judges, and, with the judge, are the only 
people who stand between the accused and 
the Executive. 


POISON IN WAISTCOAT. 

Mr. O'Toole, State. analyst, gaye the 
results of his examination of. the substances 
submitted to him. In these samples he found 
strychnine. There was also strycaine in 
portion of the waistcoat taken from the 
accused man. 

Superintendent Murray gave evidence that, 
accompanied by Sergeant McDonnell, he 
questioned the accused man. with reference to 
the goose and, having administered the 
usual caution, took down a statement (pro- 
duced). In this statement Keane referred to 
the incident of his visit to Clarkin’s house 
for the signing of the promissory note, and 
denied that Clarkin had left. the room, even 
for a minute. He added that Clarkin was 
very careléss in his- way of handling poisons. 

Subsequently the prisoner made another 
statement. to the effect that he had seen a 
strange man— “a young, light, tall fellow '— 
walk qtickly across the way from Clarkin's 
house. This man said: ‘Do not let on that 
you saw any one.” Later on two men, with 
revolvers and faces covered, brought him to 
the cowshed, put the revolvers up, and asked 
him whether he knew the man he had seen. 
He replied that he did not, that it was dark, 
and they said that if he said anything about 
it they would put six bullets into him. 

Mr. Dudley White, K.C.—Did you arrest 
him ’—Yes, 

What happened afterwards ’—I told him to 
take off his waistcoat, and he did so, but 
very slowly and deliberately. Then he said 
he wanted to take the waistcoat to get some 
tobacco from it. 

Was there tobacco in it?—No; and I put 
the contents into a box or cannister for 
analysis. 

Mr. Sherry—This was approximately six 
months after the date in question ’—Yes. 

Did you think of asking tos his trousers ?— 
No. 

Or his jacket ?—No. 

The waistcoat was a good shot?—Yes. I 
had my suspicions, but it would have been 
premature to have done anything sooner. 


“NOT FAIR OR PROPER."’ 

Is there any record of Keane having pur- 
chased strychnine? 

The Superintendent said that there was 
not. Investigations on the matter were made 
in England. There was another person also 
under suspicion—more or less as an accom- 
plice. There had been strange men since 
July 27. about the county, who raided certain 
honses and took shot guns. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—But they were not 
going about looking for people to poison ?7— 
No, no. 

In the interview between the prisoner and 
his wife, when the Guard was under the 
table, you wanted to get some admission ’— 


es. 

‘It had heen done before and was not 
criticised,” said the witness.  “ Mrs. Keane 
heard about that, I suppose, and that was 
what made her look under the table.”’ 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr, Justice Hanna—Is it a custom or fixed 
regulation, that a trap be laid for prisoners 
when under arrest or before it?—As far as 
my district is concerned, it was an isolated 
circumstance, 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I do not think it fair 
or proper, and the police force can only be 
maintained by the existence of confidence 
from the public. It is entirely opposed to 
my views. That may not be other people’s 
view. 


TWO ARMED MEN. 
The case for the prosecution being closed, 
The accused man was examined, and, in 
answer to Mr. Sherry, described the events 
that happened on the day of his visit to his 
brother-in-law.

Mr. Sherry—And afterwards you were 
taken away ’—Yes; I was taken into the 
black hole in the cell. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Were you ever at that 
time before the Peace Commissioner ?—No; 
but I was brought before him that night. 

What h ned ’—Nothing happened then. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—It is a very remark- 
able thing that we learn he was taken before 
a Peace Commissioner that night. 

The witness denied that he had made any 
objection to handing his waistcoat to the 
Superintendent or that he had had anything 
whatever to say to the poisoning. He never 
had any poison in his possession. There never 
had been the slightest falling out or difference 
between him and his family and the Clarkin 
family.

LONDON, Thureday. 

Mr. J. H. Ma gs, President of the Federa- 
tion of Dairymen’s Associations, speaking. at 
the World’s Dairy Congress in the Central 
Hall, Westminster, to-day, urged that new 
legislation, ‘‘ dealing, not with the cows and 
the cowsheds, but with the finished product, 
as delivered to the door of the consumer, 
would mark a new advance in health service, 
and be the: greatest. stimulus to the trade 
itself.’’ 

* Provided,” added Mr. Maggs, “‘ that milk 
is of a certain minimum quality of fat and 
solids, it can be sold in this country in com- 
petition with the most hygienically treated 
and carefully bottled product.” —. 

Dr. R. Stenhouse-Williams, University of 
Reading, said that. the improvements in the 
methods of the production and handling: cá 
milk and-the increasing use of publicity 
led to a greatly improved milk supply. 

Mr. Clyde L. King, University of Pennsyl- 
vania, said that the point of view that the 
law of supply and demand fixed prices, and 
that neither the farmer nor the dealer could 
do anything about it, was the view of the 
old school of pessimistic economics. If we 
believed that, he concluded, we should stop 
all advertising and pull down all bill-boards. 
| ICE-CREAM. 

Mr. Fred. Rasmussen, Executive Secretary 
International Association of Ice-Cream 
Manufacturers, said that commercial ice- 
cream in the United States of America had 
a definitely established place in the dairy 
industry, and was considered an essential 
food in the dietary of the people. It was 
used extensively in hospitals and sanatoria, 
and was recognised by doctors and 
dieticians as a protective food, building up 
bodily resistance to disease. i 

Lieutenant-Colonel Brittlebank, President 
of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 
in a dsicussion on “ Veterinary Medicine in 
Reference to Dairy Cows,” said that every 
up-to-date medical officer of health realised 
that he could not do without the trained 
specialist in animal diseases, whether it was 
for the control of meat or of milk supplies. 

Captain A. W. Noel Pillers, puty 
Veterinary Officer, Liverpool, said that during 
the last quarter of a century public opinion 
in this country had made slight progress with 
regard to milk hygiene, but the average re- 
quirements did not yet approach the 
standards known to be ne á

FIANNA FAIL PROTEST TO 
GOVERNMENT. 

In Dail Eireann yesterday, 

Mr. G. BOLAND (F.F., Roscommon) 
asked the Minister for Justice to state why 
Peadar O'Donnell, 39 Marlborough road, 
Dublin, was arrested that day (Thursday) 
and released without any charge being pre- 
ferred against him, and if he would state 
the number of times during the last month 
that Mr. O'Donnell had been arrested and 
released in the same manner, the duration 
of his detention on each occasion, and by 
‘whom instructions were issued for these 
arrests. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY eaid that Mr. 
O’Donnell was believed to be in close asso- 
ciation with certain criminal organisations. 
He had frequently been arrested by the 
Guards on suspicion of being in possession 
of documents relating to such organisations. 
Owing to the short notice he had received 
of the question he had been unable to 
obtain a complete report in this matter, but 
he had learned that Mr O’Donnell was 
arrested that morning and detained for 
some time. He had no  informe- 
tion as to the number of i occasions 
on which O’Donnell had been arrested and 
detained. He did not propose to disclose the 
instructions which had heen issued to the 
Guard in any case of this nature. 

Mr. BOLAND said that the man was ar- 
rested fourteen times in the space of a 
month, and detained for four hours each time, 
and was unable to get any reason from the 
Inspector in charge as to why he was ar- 
rested. This was a new system of 
persecuting citizens. There was a system 
whereby persons were kept in’ jail without 
trial; but this case of: Mr. O'Donnell was the 
worst of all. He gave notice that he would 
raise the subject on the motion for adjourn- 
ment. 

A LOVER OF THE PEOPLE. 

Accordingly, at 10.30 p.m. he brought the 
matter up again. He said that Mr. 
O’Donnell had been arrested fourteen times 
since the 24th of April, and searched on 
every occasion, and on each occasion he 
was released without any charge being pre- 
ferred against mm. That-was an outrage 
and a thing that should not be allowed. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said that 
it was a disgrace to the country that a man 
like O’Donnell should be persecuted as he 
was. Mr. O’Donnell’s dominating spirit was 
love for the fishermen, farmers and peasants 
of Ireland. 

Mr. McENTEE 
spoke. 

Mr. DE VALERA asked the Minister 
whether it was with his authority this line 
of conduct towards Mr. O’Donnell was 
being pursued, 

Mr. FITZGERALD KENNEY said that 
it was not because Mr. O'Donnell was an 
eminent writer or loved fishermen and 
peasants that the action which the deputies 
complained of was being taken. The atti- 
tude taken by the Guards towards O’Don- 
nell was this.: It was the duty of the Guards 
to prevent crime in this country for the 
welfare of the country; to see that crime 
was detected, and that persons who com- 
mitted e«rimes should be convicted and 
punished. It was the duty of the Guards to 
prevent crime, and if there was a person about 
whom they had ‘reasonable grounds of 
suspicion that that person was engaged in 
criminal activity, or was associated with other 
persons engaged in criminal activity, it was 
the duty of the Guards to prevent those 
criminal wishes from being translated into 
crime. No violence had been done to Mr. 
(O'Donnell. He stood over the action of the 
Guards in this matter.

administration in medicinal doses. It was 
even on record that undue administration in 
the case of infants had resulted fatally. 

BALANCED FEEDING. 

The importance of balanced feeding, as 
opposed to the indiscriminate use of vitamin 
extracts, could not be over - emphasised. 
Virol was a food, not a drug; it contained 
no excessive proportion of any one vitamin, 
but it contained them all in adequate 
quantities for perfect nutrition. It was 
their association in Virol with proteins, carbo- 
hydrates, fats and mineral salts in correct 
proportion that gave the preparation its great 
value, both in preventing diseases that would 
otherwise arise through vitamin deficiency 
and in building up the body tissues by virtue 
of its nutrient properties, apart from the 
Vitamins it contained.

FRENCH WAR BONDS. 

The Committee of British Holders of 
French War Bonds state that during the 
past few days they have been inundated 
with inquiries for information respecting the 
present position of British issues of French 
War Bonds. It was reported at a meeting of 
the Committee a few days ago that a written 
reply from the French Government to the 
case presented by the Committee had been 
promised within a fortnight. In the mean- 
time, having regard to the new position 
created by the legal stabilisation of the franc, 
the Committee are taking counsel's opinion 
upon bondholders’ claims. 

NEW BEET PROCESS. 

Hopes that the need for the Government 
subsidy would be eliminated by a new process 
of extracting sugar from beet were expressed 
by Dr. B. J. Owen, a young Oxford scientist, 
at the Oxford factory of the Sugar Beet and 
Crop Driers, Limited, the owners of the new 
process. Four years ago Dr. Owen experi- 
mented on a method of drying the root which 

roved so successful that sugar can be obtained 
rom it at any time within twelve months. 
All other companies have to extract the sugar 
within three months, before the root gets too 
moist. Dr. Owen carried out his experiments 
in a small laboratory just outside Oxford. 
Now a large factory stands on the site, and 
sugar is produced there at nearly half the cost 
of other processes.
